Acting on 
one of its original Resolutions in 1846, an in- 
vitation has been annually issued to Christians 
throughout the world to observe the week com- 
mencing with the first Sunday in each year as 
a Week of Prayer. Reports received from 
the most distant parts show that this Universal 
Week of Prayer has been the means of much 
spiritual blessing, leading to revivals of religion 
in various Countries. The Week of Prayer for 
this year 1903 on Jan. 4th and 
lasts till the 11th On the week days meet- 
ings will be held in almost every place. The 
Central Meetings in London are in the Exeter 
Hall daily, from 1 to 2. 


Reicious Liserry.—The Alliance has for 
many years been the only Society whose work 
was to defend in al] lands the for 
conscience sake, and the influence of the Alli- 
ance has been extremely useful in procuring 
religious freedom. Deputations and memorials 
have pleaded with Monarchs and Governments 
for the repeal of oppressive laws, and fre 
quently for the liberation of Protestant 
Christians from actual imprisonment. These 
efforts have, in almost every case, been success 
ful, showing the power of Christian union and 
prayer, and the efficient aid which the Alliance, 
as the expression of that union, has been able 
to render.
